Sugar ric — Two cups of brown 
sugar, ti . If a cup ol butter, half a 
cup of mill aiid three eggs. &lix al- 
together, flavor with nutmeg. I’uut 
in Die-pans lined with crust and 
bake. 

Bait your mice traps wrh pump- 
kin seeds, ss the mice are very tend 
ol them. Camphor is very objection 
able to tnem, and if placed in draw 
cas or trunks the mice will keep, 
away. 

It is a very common mistake to 
mend gloves with sewing silk. 
Thread of different shades made lor 
the purpose, and glove needh s may 
be bought at small cost. Manufset- 
ures never lue silk. 

Cracker Pie. — I’our boiling water 
over half a dozen crackers, and U t 
soak; pour out the water and 
8<|uerze in the juice of a lemon, add 
acupofsugar. Uix and pour in 
puli paate and bake. 

Steal pens are destroyed by tiu 
acid in the ink. If an old nbil oi 
old steel pea is put in the ink, the 
acid tberain will exhaust itself tn 
them, and pens in daily use will n- 
main in good condition much longer. 

Careful tiousekeepers will fin I the 
raveled threads from old linen the 
most Kutislactory means of stopping 
tiny breaks in tablecloth or napkin, 
although liuen flow from the draper'i. 
may be procured lor this purpose. 

Home Pic. — Uiatc one Irish pota 
to; add the juice and grated rind oi 
one lemon, the beaten white of tn 
egg, a cupful of sugar, and one ol 
old water. Line pie-pins with rich 
crust, fill with the mixture; spread 
with white ol an egg, sweeten, set in 
the stove until the ciuit is done. 

When decanters and carafes be- 
come BO discolored inside that shot 
or fine eoaljwill not cloadso them, fill 
the bottle with finly chopped potato 
■kins, cork tightly and let the bottle 
stand for three days, when the skins 
will ferment. Turn out and rense. 
the bottle will be as bright and 
clean as when new. 

Urange and batter pudding — One 
pint of milk, two dcasert tpoon'u!i> 
of sugar, lour of flour, four eggs and 
a small jar of msrmilide; mix the 
flour sn .0 4h in a lit le milk and 
add it to the pint with the sugar 
and the eggs well beaten, add a pinch 
ot salt, stir all well together and boil 
one hour; when done turn it out and 
put the marmalade on top. 

Angel'a Food— Take the whites 
ot eleven egga, oqe and a halt tum- 
bler of tilted powered augar, one 
tumbler or eifteU flour, on teaspoon- 
fttl of baking powder; eift four times, 
beat the eggs to a stiff froth, add the 
anger very lightly, then the flour; 
flavor with vanilla and beat slowly 
nntil ponred in the pan, which 
■honld not be gresacd. Bake one 
hour, turn out oarefuiiy. Itt cool and 
ice.* 

Creem pie — Put one pint ot milk 
on to boil; moisten a tablespooniul 
of flour with |a Jittle boiling milk 
stir it into the boiling milk until it 
thickena; add half a cup of sugar. 
Best the whitee of four eggs to s 
froth, and etir with the mixture; 
take from the fire and flavor with a 
teaspoonini of extract of vanilla. 
Line pie pane with paste, hake and 
till with cream, cat in the stove until 
colored. 

Simple cure for Neuralgia-
